rpHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
1 City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  ; — 

1.  I’he  “Corporate  Leases  Amendment  By-Law, 
1898,”  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto,  after  sec- 
tion 4,  the  following  section,  to  be  known  as  section 
“4.y”:— 

“4a.  The  provisions  of  the  ‘ Corporate  Leases  By- 
Law,  1890,’  or  any  amending  by-law,  shall  not  apply 
to  leases  of  corporate  property  upon  Lulu  Island,  nor 
to  leases  of  corporate  jjroperty  east  of  a line  fourteen 
chains,  more  or  less,  east  of  Water  Lot  54,  as  shown 
on  the  official  plan  or  survey  of  the  said  City,  said  line 
being  a prolongation  of  a line  defining  the  easterly 
boundary  of  Lot  14,  Pleasure  Grounds,  Lot  M ; pro-
